The decision of the Supreme Court ‘in 
the case of C. E. Lataillade (appellant) 
vs. Gaspar Orena (respondent), re- 
versing the judgment therein, and re- 
manding the cause with directions to 
the court below to overrule the demur- 
rer, was received from headquarters 


filing in this city. 

The facts of the case, which is an ac- 
tion to obtain an accounting, are briefly 
as follows: 


On 12, 1849, Cesarjo Latail- 


three minor children. After his mar- 
riage to plaintiff's mother, decedent 
purchased two ranchos .in Santa Bar- 
bara county, and paid forthem with his 
own funds, butat his request the con- 
veyances were executed to his wife as 
grantee, and were accepted by her for} 
the benefit of her husband, and there- 


sessed as theircommunity property. At 
the time of his death decedent also 
owned a large number ofcattle grazing 
upon the ranchos. For several years 
prior to 1849 defendant had the care 
and management of the ranchos and 
cattle as agent of decedent, and after- 
ward, with the consent of the plaintiff's 
mother, continued to do so until the 
property was sold and disposed of. _ 

In 1854 defendant married plaintiff’s 
mother, and until July, 1885, plaintiff 
continuously lived in defendant’s fam- 
ily and was brought up and treated: as 
his own child. In the same year de- 
fendant was duly appointed the guar- 
dian of plaintiff’s _person and estate, 

‘and continued to act as such until the 
latter became of age. 

From time to time, after April, 1849, 
defendant sold all of the cattle, and in 
1868 negotiated a sale of the ranchos 
for $27.000 and induced plaintiff’s 
mother to execute deeds thereof to the 

‘purchasers and to permit him-to receive 
the entire purchase money. 

The defendant received all the money 
‘paid for the cattle and ranchos, and 
mingling the same with his own funds, 
‘wrongfully and fraudulently -converted 
the same to his own use, with intent to. 


thereof. He had always concealed the 
fact from plaintiff that the land and 
cattle had belonged to his father, and 
‘had represented to him that his father 
died insolvent. Furthermore, defend- 
ant did not include any of this property 
in his inventory of the estate of his 
ward when appointed as his guardian. 

The appeal is from a judgment en- 
tered against plaintiff after a demurrer 
to his third amended complaint had 
been sustained.

‘he reply of the Chilean government 
to the courteous request of the United 
States for an explanation of the recent 
outrages against American sailors at 
Valparaise is flagrant and insolent.

The Minister of Foreign Affairs replies 
that the Government of the United States 
tornrulates demands and advances threats 
that, without being cast back with acri- 
mony, are not acceptable, nor could they

That is equivalent to saying that the 
United States has made threats which 
are cast back with acrimony, and are 
defied. No respectable government 
would use such. language as that in its dip- 
lomatiec correspondence unless its mes- 


| sage were accompanied with a declara- 


tion of war or an act of open hostilitye 
If the United States Government has a 


proper sense ofits own dignity—and 


we think it has—it will resent both the 
original outrage and the diplomatic im 
sult in no uncertain manger.

THE COAST DIVISION GAP, 
Tunneling Mountains. 

San Francisco, Oct. 80.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Referring to the pros-- 
pect of having the gap closed in the 
Coast division between Santa Margarita 
and Ellwood, one of the engineers em- 
ployed on this survey said today: ‘‘Peo- 
ple down there may expect to have the 
gap closed within a few months after 
track-laying commences, but they do 
not know what a job the company will 


have to undertake; neither do they im- 


agine that it will take about three years 
to build the road, which is something 
over one hundred miles in length; but 


it will, and it will take a great deal 


of energy to complete the road even _in 
that time. The whole trouble will be 
in the tunneling. It will be necessary 
to build three tunnels through moun- 


‘tains of solid rock, and it has been these 


tunnels that have kept the company 
from completing that gap before. 
‘There is no doubt that the company 
can make that branch pay.

Fire and Massacre in Madagascar.

The losg 
is estimated at $200,000. 

The paper also publishes news of the 
massacre by bandits of Dr. Beziat, chief 
of the medical staff of the French colony 
at Subervieville, and eight native sol- 
diers forming his escort. They were on 
the way to the town which was burned 
out, and while their boats were on the 
Betsiboka River they were attacked 
and killed by bandits who plundered the 
baggage and togk possession of every- 
thing of value. A detachment of troops 
has been sent in pursuit of the bandits, 
but there is not much prospect that 
they will be captured. 


Religious Persecution in Persia. 

Lonxpon, Oct. 80.—Advices received 
here from Yezd, Persia, describe cruel 
persecutions of the Babi sect.

PUBLIC WORKS. 
_ The regular weekly meeting of the 
Board of Public works was held yester- 
day afternoon, when the following for- 
mal report was adopted for submissio 
to the Council Monday:

Southern Pacific Employes Must Not 
Borrow Money. 


The Terminal Road’s Big Engine—Fast 
Time for Raisins—General; Local 
and Personal Railroad 
Mention. 


One of the new locomotives just -re- 
ceived by the Los Angeles Terminal 
road is of the compound pattern and is 
said to be the only one of just this kind 
on the Pacific Coast. It is a big engine 
with three drive wheels on a side, has 
extension front and straight stack. It 
has two cylinders on a side, a large and 
asmall one arranged beside a round 
steam chest in such a way as to look 
like a group of three cylinders. The 
steam under high pressure is used in 
the smaller cylinder after which it 
passes into the lower one beneath and 
again does service. As a fuel saver 
this class of locomotive is said to be a 
success. A trial of the new engine, 
which is No. 7, was made in the yards 
yesterday and it easily shifted long 
strings of loaded cars on main track 
and sidings up and down grades. More 
of the same kind of heavy locomotives 
will be required by the Terminal before 
long to. handle heavy trains over the 
divisions where steep grades exist. 

' BEWARE OE SHYLOCKS. 

So great has been the complaint from 
the heads of departments of the South- 
ern Pacific Company that their men 
were not attending strictly to business 
because of their financial troubles, that 
Vice-President C. F. Crocker has issued 
a circular which is aimed atthe money- 
borrowing practice so prevalent among 
the subordinates at Fourth and Town- 
send streets, says the Chronicle.

The gentleman in question wore a 
glossy silk hat and an equally glossy mus. 
tache, which inconnection with a bland 
sinile and a massive solitaire that sparkled 
on the bosom of a black silkshirt, combined 
to favorably impress the crowd which soon 
gathered about. 

The professed object of the gentleman 
was to sell a magic corn salve. The price 
of the medicine started at 25 cents, and, 
strange to say, each purchaser was handed 
back his money, together with a small 
bonus as a little token of the proprietor’s 
generosity, The price of the corn salve 
rose by degrees, and to the delight of the 
customers, the more money they spent the 
more they were handed back. Finally the 
sum of $5 was demanded for each box of 
thesalve.

HORTICULTURAL EXHIBIT. 


Several New Features Added to the 
Handsome Display. 


Remarkable Showing of Roses for the 
Season—Attractions for the Chil. 
dren Today—An Interest- 
ing Lecture. 


The interest in the horticultural ex- 
hibit at Hazard’s Pavilion still continues 
to increase, the attendance last night 
being one of the best since the opening. 
Many of the displays of cut blooms have 
been refreshed, while the great wealth 
of chrysanthemums loses none of its 
luster and brightness. The great Vic- 
toria Regia seems to be also very oblig- 
‘ing and retains its freshness of bloom 
remarkably well, although its natural 
duration is only about thirty-six hours. 
Among the new features that have 
been added are a _ fine line of 
coxcombs which very much resemble 
sponges, the bright red forming a strik- 
ing contrast to the yellow. 

The display of floral designs has,-on 
the whole, been limited, possibly be- 
cause exhibitors spend most of their 
energies on the display of plants; how- 
ever, E. D. Sturtevant of the lily ponds 
exhibited .a fine” dinner-table piece, 
composed chiefly of roses, yesterday. 

Among the new exhibits of cut 
chrvsanthemums just received is a fine 
collection of J. H. Outhwaite (C. Cauch, 
gardener,) of Sierra Madre. They are 
among the finest on thetables. The 
fine showing of seedling carnations, 
dahlias and chryanthemums, has also 
been greatly augmented by the addition 
of hundreds of.new. blooms, and F. E. 
Beatty of Pico Heights sent in a couple 
of hundred of cut chrysanthemums. 

As previously stated there is a re- 
markable showing of roses for this 
season of the year. Probably the finest 
displav is by Thomas Chrisbalm of the 
Pasadena Nurseries. Among the 
large number of varieties shown may 
be mentioned Marie Van Houtte, Arch 
Duke oCharles, Pafa Yontier, Grace 
Darling, La France, the Bride, Glorie 
de Dijon, American Beauty, Souvenir 
de Wooton, Catherine Merinet, Lau- 
rette, Madame Falcot, Pearl des Jardin, 
Dutchess of Albany and White Bon 
Silene. There was also a splendid con- 
signment received from the City Park 
Commissioners. 

The: exhibits of ornamental plants 
continue to attract the larger part of 
the attention of the visitors. Owing to 
the universal excellance of the plants 
it is almost impossible to refer to them 
in detail. 

While many of the exhibits are from 
professionals there are also some from 
amateurs. Among this class none is 
more deserving than that of J. C. Har- 
ney. His group oftwenty greenhouse 
plants, including palms, ferns, etc., 
won first premium and contains many 
fine specimens. 

The showing made by the City Park 
Commissioners is on the whole a great 
credit to Superintendent of Parks J. H. 
Tomlinson. It is located immediately 
in front of the large lily pond, and 
among its more striking features isa 
garden in miniature, worked out in 
chrysanthemums, geraniums, etc. 

A unique display in with the fruit is 
the collection of beneficial and injuri- 
ous insects by Horticultural Commis- 
sioner John Scott. This contains 
mounted specimens of the red and yel- 
low orange scale (aspidiotus aurautii, 
a. citrinus) the black scale (Lecanium

Chilean Police Again Annoy 
Minister Egan. 


The Junta’s Insolence Due to Hope of 
an English Alliance. 


Blaine Tells Montt That Force will be 
Used if Necessary. 


Warlike Activity Suddenly Developed in 
the Navy-yards — Three Cruisers 
Ordered to Sail South—Ad- 
_miral Brown’s Defense. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Santiago, (Chile,) Oct. 81.—[By 
Cable and Associated Press.} Though 
there were no new developments today 
the political atmosphere shows no signs 
ofclearing. The Junta, through its 
organs, is now claiming that the police 
of Valparaiso were inno way at fault 
in arresting the sailors of the Baltimore 
or in their: subsequent treatment of 
them. This, with other matters, not- 
ably the expectation that Minister Egan 
will soon be directed by the State De- 
partment at Washington to present an 
ultimatum to the Junta, is naturally 
causing great excitement. 

The possibilities of serious trouble 
with the United States has led Chileans 
into what may turn out a dangerous 
delusive belief. They seem to be of 
the opinion than an alliance with Great 
Britain could be formed; indeed, Chile- 
ans are already gravely discussing the 
possibilities and probabilities of such 
analliance between Chile and Great 
Britain against the United States. _ 

The United States legation is again 
being closely watched by the police, in 
the manner adopted some weeks ago, 
when the legatiou’s right of asylum 
was questioned. No reason as far as 
learned has been assigned for this re- 
newed surveilance. Itis probable the 
government takes this means of keep- 
ing fully advised of all who enter or 
leave the legation and also to make the 


‘right of asylum as difficult and trying 


as possible. In any event the fact can- 
not be lost sight of that this espionage 
is annoying to members of the United 
States legation as well as to the Amer- 
ican colony at large. That the police 
on duty near the American legation are 
under instructions to make arrests of 
persons leaving that place in certain 
‘fs manifested ffdm tie 
fact that two ladies calling at Minister 
Egan’s were placed under arrest last 
night, as they came out iuto the street. 
After examination they were permitted 
to depart. These incidents are magni- 
fied by conditions of public feeling here 
and by the status of the negotiations 
between the United States and Chile. 
So it is not to be wondered that Ameri- 
cans feel uneasy and apprehensive that 
something serious may happen. 

Members of the Junta contirfue to ex- 
press the strongest feeling against the 
United States. A prominent member 
of the new government, who holds a 
position in the cabinet, today spoke in 
a most unfriendly manner concerning 
America and Americans. He was- par- 
ticularly severe on Minister Egan, whom 
he bluntly accused of trying to prevent 
war between the United States and 
Chile in order to secure glory for him- 
self. On the other hand, however, it is 
asserted by many persons conversant 
with the particulars that Egan has done 
nothing on his own responsibility, all 
his actions being guided by orders 
which have been sent to him from the 
State Department at Washington, and, 
furthermore, these persons claim 
that Minister Egan made efforts pri- 
vately to maintain friendly relations 
between the two governments. 

The report of the Intendente of Val- 
paraiso says that there were nearly 
Only 
fifty of this number were Americans. 
The Intendente claims that the police 
were blameless in the affair, but, 
notwithstanding this assertion, there is 
the best of evidence to prove that they 
were the chief assailants of the Ameri- 
can Sailors. 


FORCE WILL BE USED. 


Blaine Says Chile Must Make Reparatlori— 
Montt Talks Peace. 
New York, Oct. 31.—[By the Asso- 


ciated Press: }—A-special dispatch from_} 


Washington to the Commercial Adver- 
tiser says that Secretary Blaine last 
night informed Sefior Montt, the 
Chilean representative at Washington, 
that this Government will insist upon 
reparation for the insults of Chile and 
that we’are prepared to exercise force 
if necessary to secure it. 

Oct, 31.—Sefior Montt 
desires tostate that the reports pub- 
lighed recently of ill feeling between 
the Chilean people and Americans dom- 
iciled among them are sensational and 
absolutely without foundation in fact. 
He holds that the Baltimore incident 
has been unduly magnified and sces no 
reason to doubt that a settlement of the 
questions at issue between the govern- 
ment of Chile and the United States. 
will be reached ina manner honvrable 
to both sides. 


THE NAVY-YARDS BUSY. 
Warlike Preparations Going On at Mare 
Island and Brooklyr. 

San Francisco, Oct. 31.—-[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Naval officers at Mare 
island consider that the United States 
is in good trim fora brush with Chile | 
ifnecesgary. Admiral Irwin, command- 
ant of the mavy-yard, expresses the 
opinion that the United States has -ves- 
sels enough to handle Chile, and be- 
lieves that Valparaiso, the key of Chil- 
ean strength, could be easily taken. He 
would also take Iquique and not be sat- 
isfied with simply blockading it. The 
nitrate deposits would remunerate the 
United States for the cost of the war.

The letter refers to the 
allegations of Chileans that the United 
States Minister Egan was intimate with 
Balmaceda, and that his sympathies 
were with the latter’s government, and 
that, since Balmaceda’s downfall 
Egan's influence had protected many 
political prisoners...The letter states 
that it has been generally understood 
thatthe American Minister intended 
opening a commercial house in Val- 
paraiso after the expiration of his term 
of office, and made use of his influence 
with the late government for his future 
prospective benefit. Reference is also 
made to the charges that Admiral 
Brown of the United States cruiser, 
San Francisco, acted the part of in- 
formant to Balmaceda concerning the 


Congressionalists’ movements, and had | 


afforded protection to President-elect 
Vicuna, ofticers of Balmaceda’s govern- 
ment and others. 

Concerning some of these charges the 
Admiral’s letter as printed in the 
Ferrocatne and republished in other 
journals is given as follows:

HOW ENGLAND ACTED. 


An Incident Showing Her Methods of 
Dealing With Weak Nations. 

WasHINGTON, Oct. 31.--[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.}| As the English press 
continues to criticise the attitude of 
this Government respecting Ohile, and 
contrasts it with the forbearance ex- 
hibited by England in like cases, the 
following incident is cited as an _ilins- 
tration off the British method of ad- 
judicating similar differences with 
smaller nations: In 1887. the Goy- 
ernor of the British colony at Trinidad

collect the money. The Venezuelan 
Minister of Foreign Affairs called to- 
gether the diplomatic corps, appealing

cated. The diplomatic corps declined 
to interfere saying that the matter must 
be arranged between.the countries in- 
terested. Meanwhile a British squad- 
ron made preparations to enforce the 
demand, whereupon the Venezuelan 
government protesting against the sum- 
mary method adopted by Great Britain, 
paid over $40,000, yielding, as they 
said, to superior strength and not to 
reason or justice.

KNOKSVILLE, (Tenn.,) Oct. 81. —[By 
the Associated Press.| The guards who 
were in charge of the stockade at 
Briceville have just arrived. The 
stockade at that place was burned as 
reported last night; that at Coal Creek 
belonging to the Knoxville Iron Com- 
pany was not burned, but the convicts 
employed in it were released and are 
allatlarge. The arms of the guards 
‘were all captured. No resistance was 
made and consequently no blood was 
shed. The miners who effected the re- 
lease seem to have acted with the 
greatest secrecy, showing perfect or- 
ganization. 

There is no outward indication of 
fmmediate action and the people are he- 
ginning to believe that the matter will 
be left to the courts for settlement. 
The action of the miners seems to be a 
surprise to citizens in the vicinity of 
Briceville. Those who. in defiance of 
law released the convicts, repaired to 
the stockade soon after dark, gave their 
orders and the work was done. All 
was quiet at the mines this morning 
and no immediate trouble need be an- 
ticipated. 

Nasuvitie, Oct. 31..-The Governor 
received dispatches from the State au- 
thorities stationed at Briceville and 
Knoxville this morning confirming the 
dispatches sent last night about the re- 
lease of convicts by miners. Latest ac- 
counts state that 1638 were released at 
Briceville and 14% at Coal Creek. 

Nothing of particular interest has oc- 
curred since morning, the day being oc- 
supied by consultations between the 
Governor and other State officials. 
Amusement was caused during the aft- 
ernoon by the receipt of a telegram from 
Richard Hunter, a colored. convict. 
dated at,Cliaton saying: |

At Coal Creek the office building and 
guards’ houses were burned and the fur- 
niture of other buildings demolished. 

The miners began to gather last night 
about 9 o'clock very rapidly. At 9:30 
200 men called upon Warden Cross to 
deliver the kevs of the prison, which 
he did. By this time the stockade was 
surrounded by 2500 men, who kept up 
a continual firing from rifles to intimi- 
date the townspeople and guards. The 
liberated convicts aided the men in 
burning and destroying property, 
and also looted the store of Warden 
Chumley at Coal Creek. The magazine 
at the Briceville stockade was blown 
up, and this, together with the explo- 
sion of several dynamite bombs, created 


| the impression in town that a terrible 


fight was in progress. Asa matter of 
fact, however, no one was injured. 

The convicts, in gangs of- tens and 
twenties, were today wandering all 
over the surrounding country, and 
whenever they asked help it was freely 
given by the natives.
